ment and rebuff when it knocks at 
the door of Congress for admission 
oto tbe Union. The Dakota people 
are in earnest, and ssy tbat it Con- 
gress will not admit tbe new State 
they will at any rate discard the 
Territorial Government and govern 
themselves under their own coneti- 
;ntion and with their own elected 
officers as an independent State un- 
til their right to a place among tlie 
States and their share in the Govern- 
ment of tbe country is conceded. 
This has never yet been attempted 
by aoy Htate, and it is doubtful if it 
will work well; neither has any new 
Territory ever been treated as shab- 
bily and been held in vassalage by 
Congress as long an Dakota, She 
has at least 200,000 souls, tbe larg 
out population of any of the new 
States recently admitted, and there 
is no good reason for keeping her 
out. She outnumbers the State of 
Nevada more than two to one, and 
has a greater population than the 
State of Colorado. But the Demo- 
cratic party in Congress do not wish 
to add to the number of electoral 
votes until after the neit Presiden- 
tial election has been decided. Da- 
kota, if admitted next Winter, would 
havo three votes, and those tbree 
votes might determine the result 
Her people are strongly inclined to 
the Republican side in politics, as 
all intelligent and enterprising com- 
munities are, and that will be a suffi- 
cient reason for a Democratic House 
to reject her application.—Chicago 
Journal.

the Nashville American, "does not 
seem to be entirely forgotten, even if 
ibere is more in Kentucky than tbe 
country oan drink. Figures obtain- 
ed at the treasury department show 
that over 250,0011 galloon are beinjr 
manufactured daily at present, and 
the distilleries are running in no leas 
than twenty-live states aud territo- 
ries. Illinois does tbe largest busi- 
ness in this line, her manufacture 
being 81,000 gallons a day. Ken- 
tucky comes next iu the list, with 
111 distilleries running, aud a man- 
ufacture of little less than 50,000 
gallons a da}. Ohio comes next; she 
makes about 43,000 gallons a .day, 
and has only twenty-two distilleries 
to do it 
Prohibitionist Iowa is next 


on tho liat, Indiana uezt, and so on 
down, Massachusetts is still given 
to old New England rum. She has 
a half dozen "molasses distilleriow," 
which turn oat several hundred gal 
Ions of that headache producer 
daily. In the following states and 
territories there are no distilleries: 
Maine, New Hampshire, Vermont, 
Rhode Island, Delaware, Kansas, 
Minnesota, Michigan, District of Co- 
lumbia, Florida, Louisiana, Texan, 
Arizona, New Mexico, Idaho, Mon- 
tana, Nevada, Utah, Washington and 
Wyoming. The daily manufacture 
now is 257, 000 gallons; one year ago 
it was 286,000, two years ago 43U,- 
000, three years ago 385,000."
